and especially that greater 
Canada comprised within 
the three Prairie Provinces of 
West, have numerous problems’ to 
work out in order to promote the 
development of our great natural re- 
sources, encourage immigration and 
permanent settlement on the. land, 
ensure the prosperity and comfort of 
the people, and attract visitors from 


new 


all parts of the world. To solve these | 


many problems will reqtire patience, 
courage and capacity on the part 
Governments, municipalities and peo- 
ple, as well as large annual expendi- 
tures of moncy. 

It is important, therefore, that all 
works inaugurated should, as far as 
possible, be of a permanent character, 
‘well planned, scientifically construct- 
ed, and their upkeep ‘and efficiency 
‘maintained. In this article it is not 
the intention to deal with more than: 
one of these many and diversified 
problems. Some ‘people may think 
the creation of:good roads is not the 
most pressing of Western problems, 
but few, if any, will deny its import: 
ance. 

During the past half century Can- 
‘ada has been busy building railways, | 
—an enormous and burdensome task 
‘in view of the magnificent stretches 
of territory that had to be covered, 


with great barren spots like the north |aided is vain. 


shore of Lake Superior and_ tie 
mountains of British Columbia to be | 
"yridged, with thany and great rivers 
to be spanned, and with bu: a smal! 
population to bear’ the expense _ 
provide traffic for. the completed 
lines. It is not to the discredit of 
Canada, therefore, that in this Dom- 
inion less attention and moncy has 
been devoted to good road_ building 
than is true of other countries. 

With the ‘advent of the automobile, 
and its general adoption for both pas- 
senger and freight carrying purposes 
within the past two décades, a revo- 
lution has. been worked in the prim- 
ary means of transport, and what was | 
regarded as a good road a few years 
ago will not, under modern condi- 
tions of automobile traffic, stand the 
strain. The time has come, therefore, 
‘when the people of Western Canada 
must face the necessity and the ex- 
' penditure involved in abandoning the 
_ old dirt roads and creating permanent 
‘highways.’ To continue spending 
large sums ‘of moriey annually on dirt 
roads is now a wasteful procedure, 
Because the cost of upkeep in a few 
. years. equals, if it does not exceed 
the original cost, and if the roads are 
not maintained the whole expenditure 
is waste, 

The magnitude of the task may be 
‘judged from a few Saskatchewan 
figures. There are over 200,000 miles 
of road in that Province. A Goyern- 
ment survey’ of the Province . has 
‘established the fact that ‘there is little 
stone available for crushing ‘to be 
used as macadam; suitable sand and 
gravel deposits are few and far re- 
moved in most cases from where it 
would be required in road construc- 
tion. On the other hand, Saskatche- 
wan has now . over. 52,000 licensed 
automobiles, and the number is in- 
creasing every. week, fully two-thirds 
of which are owned by farmers. The 
Provinejal revenue from license fees

totals from $750,000 to one million 
dollars a year. The situation in Sas- 
katchewan is proportionately true. of 
the other Western Provinces, 

The automobile is no longer a lux- 
ury but a necessity, but its value to 
the farming community of the West 
depends largely on good roads, The 
old-style dirt road will not suffice. 
After.a rain they are useless and the 
automobile is tied up. In winter they 
frequently become impassable. Per- 
manent roads would be available rain 
or shine, while in winter, with our 
comparatively light fall of fine, dry 
snow, the roads generally would be 
swept clean by the winds. 

Then there is the saving of time, 
gasoline consumption, wear and tear 
which comes with good roads. The 
problem of getting to market for sup- 
plies and repairs, and from the farm 
to market with produce, is essentially 
a fariner’s problem. In many cases 


_|his success in solving it determines 


the amount of his year’s profits. A 
large motor truck manufacturing con- 
cern in the United States recently 
made a seri¢s of tests to determine 
just how much gasoline arid time 
was wasted during a trip over unim- 
proved highways. A two-ton truck 
| started under capacity load. It travel- 
‘led ten miles—about the distance “to 
'town,”—and back again. It was over 
lan average country road with dirt, 
lsand and gravel predominating. Dur- 
ing this ten-mile trip, two gallons and 
one-half pint of gasoline “were con- 
sumed, But in covering the same. 
distance over hard-surfaced roads, 
the motor required only one gallon 
land one quart, a saving of almost a 
gallon. It also took the truck forty- 
‘two minutes longer to make the trip 
lover the unimproved road. : 
Multiply this saving by the number 
of trips made during a scason, and it 
it easy to sce how good roads regu- 
late the farmer’s Bank balance. It 
ought to be ‘sufficient’ to convert 
every Western. Canadian into an. en- 
thusiastic good roads booster.

Bayard Dodge, who recently re- 
turned from six years of relief work 
in Syria, said that even if the best 


and wealthicst government in the 
world!took over Syria, it could not 
care for the orphans properly, since 
this is not so much a matter of relief 
as of reconstruction. 

“The true horror of the famine in 
Syria,” he said, “has been the moral 
breakdown. The horror of having

thousands of neglected’ children]: 
growing up without homes or educa- 
tion, the victims of a demoralized 
environment, is awful to contemplate. 
In the simall- area of Syria for which 
I compiled statistics there are 349 
villages; with 4,364 orphans and 9,688 
children with only one parent.” 

Mr. Dodge outlined the plan of 
Dr. Stanley White and Maj. James

of local relief work by the Red Cross 
and the Near East committee. They

ther educational work in the genera- 
tion upon which will fall the respon- 
sibility of creatingya new nation. 

As far as possible the children will]. 
be trained as Syrians, The American) 
influence will be strong enough to 
develop efficient management and 
high. ideals, but not so strong as to 
breed dissatisfaction or lack of patri- 
otism.

5,000, to group them into small fam-

Tornado Swept 
| New Brunswick 


Considerable Damage Done to Build- 
ings and Wire Service by 
Wind. 


Frederickton, N.B. — Considerable 
damage has been done by an_ elec- 
trical storm and wind, which swept 
over New Brunswick and_ reached 
the proportions of a tornado. 

In Carleton county, by Florence- 
ville and ‘Centreville, eleven barns 
were razed by the tornado, while at 
East Florence, the warehouse of B.

2. A cash payment on account to 
be made to the farmer at the time 
he sells his wheat.
